He has met little Schleys and big 
Schieys, young Schleys and old Schieys, and 
no one who has looked on at these meetings 
would question the mutual pleasures that 
were in them. 


Schley’s Friends Numerous and Loyal. 
By the city directory of Savannah there are 
six heads of Schley families in Savannah. 
By the same token there are only 293 Smiths. 
and some of these are of a Schiey consan- 
guinity that would force trouble in a moment 
at a remark slighting to the hero of Santiago. 
Not only in Savannah, but in Columbus, 
Augusta, Atlanta, Macon, and other cities of 
the State, are Schieys, who have been woven 
into the history and progress of Georgia for 
more than a hundred years. 

The family root is Saxon. The family is 
blue of eye and yellow of ; marks that 
always have been interpreted as belonging to 
fearlessness and courage. The first Schley 
in America was John Jacob, who made a 
home for the family in Fredericktown, MA., 
in 1746. From this stock Schleys descended, 
sreading all down the Atlantic coast. Govern- 
or Wiliam Schley o Georgia, with his brother, 
Judge John Schley, uncles of the Rear Ad- 
miral, linked the name with in the 
1700's, and today, in the little son of Julian 
Schiey of Savannah, the Rear Admira! has 
remarked the blue eyes and flaxen hair of the 
founders of the family. This little Schley 
was born only three weeks after the famous 
at Santiago. 

Tell of Family Records. 


Comparing the Maryland Schleys and the 
Georgia Schieys at a family dinner the other 
night, the Rear Admiral referred to the fact 
that the history of neither criminals nor 
paupers in Maryland contained the name of 
a Schiey. 
Iwill vouch for the same fact in Georgia. 
spoke Jullan Schley, whose hair is even 
whiter:than that of the Rear Admiral, and 
who, like the Rear Admiral’s father, has 
given a son to the training that is to make a 
defender of the flag. 
“ We have been poor,” continued this repre- 
sentative of the Savannah Schieys. “‘ We 
saw our father's plantation taken with its 
negroes; its houses, barns, horses, and cattle 
go into the wreck and ruin of war. We saw 
our mother, heartbroken at this ruin and the 
necessities of a great conflict, die and leave 
seven children as half orphans with a pen- 
niless father, But we went to work, and, by 
the grace of God, we have redeemed that 
which was lost of fortune.”’ 
These are the Schieys who have been making 
such welcome for the Rear Admiral in Savan- 
nah, and who would make such welcome for 
him in half a dozen cities in the State if only 
circumstances would permit. 
Tonight it is the Duckworths of Savannah 
whose bread Rear Admiral and Mrs. Schley 
are breaking, and Mrs. Duckworth is 
Schley of Schieys. | 


People Want Partin Welcome. 


Savannah—such as is not of the Schleys— 
seems to have been held to a standstill by 
the time limit of the Rear Admiral's visit 
and by the itinerary that already has been 
made up past recall. On the occasion of 
Admiral Dewey's last visit here the people 
of Savannah voted him a great banquet at 
the De Soto Hotel, and this same voice of 
the people has been clamoring for the same 
privilege in this entertaining of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley. The city’s spokesman has 
had to accept one of these negatives, put in 
such a manner as Longfellow once emu- 
lated: A refusal which would make the per- 
sons refused feel better than if the invitation 
really had been accepted. 


Accepts Invitation from Chicago. 
Outside of Savannah, on the tour which 
is to be made in a new start from Wash- 
ington, however, there is a margin still for 
those bodies which would break into the 
itinerary. This was proved today, when 
the Rear Admiral telegraphed acceptance 
of the invitation of the German societies of 
Chicago to give the 450,000 representatives 
of Germany in that city at least a portion 
of a day.

But, by all the ties of German ancestry that 
are in me, I give that possible time freely, 
conscious of the honor that has been ex- 


tended. 

Interest in Graham’s Book. 
Savannah today has been much interested 
in the story of the forthcoming book of 
Edward Graham, which is to give the story 
of the flying squadron in southern waters,and 
especially the story of the fight off Santiago 
de Cuba. To some extent the Rear Admiral 
has been embarrassed by the printed story 
of the book, especially with reference to 
the statement that he had read and ap- 
proved the whole work in proof 
“It was an unfortunate statement.“ said 
a Schley partisan today. As sent out, the 
story implies that Rear Admiral Schley has 
indorsed the story of the fight as told by 


laudatory words in his behalf, as well as the 
one criticism of his action in asking Samp- 
son that he be allowed the honor of receiving 
the surrender of the Christobai Colon.

“Whereas, Though the verdict of that 
court of inquiry left no stain upon his repu- 
tation as a gallant and brave officer, yet two 
members of that tribunal denounced his con- 
duct of that battle in spite of the fact thata 
glorious victory was won, and denied that 
he was chief in command; and, 

“ Whereas, Our great Admiral, George 
Dewey, who by virtue of his ability and 
patriotism, and who, as the hero of the 

test naval victory of modern times, was 
preéminently qualified to judge of the ac- 
tions and orders of Admiral Schley on that 
memorable day, declared in a supplemental 
report that the latter had maintained an 
effective blockade and as officer in absolute 
command was entitled to the credit for the 
victory off Santiago.’ 

Resolved, That we believe it the duty of 
Congress to review the record of the court. 
to examine into all the circumstances and 
events tending to throw light upon the con- 
troversy, and to announce its judgment as 
to who was in command at the battle of 
Santiago and as to the conduct of Admiral 
Schley on that occasion. 

Resolved. That a copy of the foregoing | 
be forwarded to Admiral Schiey, also to our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress.

CHICAGOAN UNDER ODD CHARGE 


Charles P. Macauley and Man from 
Boston Arrested on Complaint of 


Scranton, Pa., Jan. 13.—[{Special.]—Charles 
P. Macauley, a Chicago lawyer, and F. R. 
Elmes of Boston were committed to jail 
here by Alderman Kasson today on a charge 
of conspiracy preferred by Thomas J. Fos- 
ter and Rufus J. Foster, President and man- 
ager respectively of the International Cor- 
respondence Schools and the Colliery En- 
gineer company of this city.

UNDER ARREST. 


charles A. Moore, Wanted for Alleged 
Swindies Amounting to Over $5,000, 
Takes tn New York au@ to Be 
Brought Back—Said to Have a Long 
and Varied Record in Many Cities of 
the United States—Here During the 

World’s Fair. 


Another of the supposed favorites of the 
ola “ front office” has been run down and 
now is under arrest in New York awaiting 
the arrival of a Chicago detective to bring 
him back. In the apprehension of Charles 
A. Moore, alias Murray, alias Kid Murphy, 
the police say they have taken one of the 
smoothest confidence men, bank and 
forgers in the country. 

Leaving Chicago last fall, when he was 
wanted on the charge of fleecing George 
Murphy of the Victoria Hotel out of $5,400 
and Hans Gilbertson, 284 West Erie street, 
out of $2,700, Murphy has been traced from 
one point to another by the local repre- 
sentatives of two large detective agencies. 
When he was resting for a few days in New 
York at the Imperia! Hotel Deputy Sheriff 
Tom Morrison of this city went East to ar- 
rest him, but Murphy received a tip from 
Chicago and disappeared. Then for three 
months more he kept the police guessing, 
finally te be arrested by New York men. A 
Chicago policeman will start East tomorrow 


to bring him back. 


Comes Here from New York. 

Moore has operated in all the principal 
cities of the country. In the early dos he 
lived in New York City. The World's Fair 
attracted him to Chicago, where the police 
accuse him of conducting a systematic con- 
fidenc® game. Becoming too well known, he 
left the city and traveled westward. When 
he returned to Chicago he was prepared for 


acquainted with business-men, to whom he 
referred frequently when a question was 
raised to his identity or his standing. When 
he departed from Chicago last fall he went 
to St. Louis, where the police say he in- 
gratiated himself into the confidence of 
prominent members of the Lou‘siana Pur- 
chase Exposition. The chase grew too warm 
for him, however, and he fled. 


Sale of Mining Stock. 

In his recent operations here Moore is said 
to have been associated with Percy J. Fulter. 
the two men living at the house of Dr. and 
Mrs. Ludlam. rear Fourteenth street and 
Michigan avenue. Moore advertised for a 
man with money to loan on gtit-edged se- 
curity. Murphy and Gilbertson responded, 
and were offered the Ludiam home as se- 
curity. Moore represented that the money 
as needed for repairs. Then, explaining 
that he had some security of another charac- 
ter that would bring a higher rate of m- 
come, Moore induced Murphy and Gilbert- 
son to take stock in the El Dorado Mining 
company, a Colorado corporation. Murphy 
took $5,400 worth and Gilbertson invested 


$2,700. 
Buyers Grow Suspicious. 


Having parted with their money Murphy 
and Gilbertson became suspicious and be- 
gan to make inquiries concerning Moore. 
Complaint was lodged with State's Attorney 
Deneen, and an indictment returned, which 
resulted in the arrest of Dr. and Mrs. Lud- 
lam on the charge of joining in a conspiracy 
to defraud. Mrs. Ludiam wes re en 
bond, but Ludlam still is in jail awalting 
trial. Moore and Fuller left the city. It 
was learned that Moore had gone West. 
stopping for a few days at St. Louis. and 
then moving towafd the coast. Finally he 
was heard from at the Imperial Hotel, and 
Deputy Sheriff Morrison quietly went to 
capture him. Moore, however, disappeared. 
remaining in hiding until yesterday. when he 
was arrested. 

Fuller has not been heard of since his de- 
parture. Like Moore he was a good dresser, 
but was not so well known about the city as

BRAKE BLAMED FOR WRECK. 


Pan-Handle Road Officials Think Air

While no investigation has been held by the 
Panhandle railroad officiais of the wreck 
at Fifty-fourth street on Sunday night, the 
cause is believed to have been the failure of 
air pressure in the brakes at « critical mo- 
ment.

KAISER’S POLICY 
IN POLAND FIRM. 


Count von Buelow Declares 
Poles Are Not Denied 
Their Own Language. 


MUST LEARN GERMAN TOO 


Chancellor Says in Closing That 
Priests Must Keep 
Hands Off. 


WILL SPARE ROD IN FUTURE 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.—The Im 1 Chancel- 
lor, Count von Bülow, replied? in the Lower 
House of the Diet today to interpellations 
relative to the Polish question in Prussia. 
The National Liberals desired to know how 
Germanism was to be upheld, while the 
Polish members bitterly criticised the re- 
cent events at Wreschen, declaring that the 
sentences of the courts ‘‘ must have caused 
justice to veil her face in shame." 

Von Bülow prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that the incidents at Wreschen had been 
greatly exaggerated and had Deen utilized 
to plunge Germany into internecine difficul- 
tes. What had occurred was the fault of 
the Polish agitation, and not of the Prus- 
sian school system, which was the same as 


for the last thirty years, and which was as 
little addicted to cruelty as was the Prus- 
sian administration of justice. 


Abandons Corporal Punishment. 

Corporal punishment, the speaker said, 
would hereafter be omitted during religious 
instruction. No one prevented the Poles 
from speaking Polish, but they must also 
learn to speak German and participate in 
the German work of civilization. 

The Chancellor disclaimed all desire to 
slight the Catholics, saying the govern- 
ment’s policy was neither Protestant nor 
Catholic, just as his policy was neither lib- 
eral nor conservative. 

I know, added the Chancellor, only 
one policy, just as I know only one single, 
individual nation. The questions at issue 
in the Hastern provinces are not religious 
but national, thanks to our protection. 
There hes arisen a community of Polish 
citizens which has now taken up the lead- 
ership of Polish agitation in a fanatical 
spirit, and which is closely connected with 
the Polish colonization commission. 

„% Now that these national conflicts are 
forced on us, only two possible courses are 
open—either to allow ourselves to be van- 
quished. without a struggle or to protect our 
skins. We cannot allow the roots of Prus- 
sian strength to rot. The Polish question 
is the most important before the nation, and 
on its settlement depends the of 
the immediate future of our father . 


Policy Is Unchangeable. 

„Our policy is unchangeable. If need 
be, we shall provide further means to im- 
prove the condition of the German peas- 
antry, promote industry, and establish gar- 
Tisone. We hope to be able to cope with the 
situation with the existing legislation. We 


entertain no doubt of the loyalty of the 
members of this House, but I beg the House 


to have no doubt about the disloyalty of the 
Polish agitation.“ 

The Chancellor concluded by assuring the 
Germans of east Prussia that the govern- 
ment would not deviate in the slightest from 
the track laid out by that greatest Ger- 
man, the late Prince Bismarck. 

Count von Billow is regarded as having 

handled the vexed Polish question, compli- 
cated as it with bitter religious controver- 
sies, with much skill. His announcement 
that the government wil) desist from the cor- 
poral punishment of Polish children during 
religious instruction is accepted as elim- 
inating the principal weapon with which 
the agitators incite the passions of the 
Poles, 
It is absolutely necessary to protect and 
promote German civilization in Posen, de- 
clared Count von Bülow, and to this end 
the priests must keep their hands off. 

This declaration is interpreted to mean 
that the representations at the Vatican have 
not been wholly successful and that the 
Prussian administration continues at vari- 
ance with the local Catholic authorities. 


Work on Tariff Bill. 
The Customs Tariff committee of the 
Reichstag today adopted the clause in the 
p- oposed tariff bill providing that exemptions 
from reductions of duty shall apply to the 
products of territories outside the German 
tariff union, unless the exceptions are pre- 
scribed by the Federal Council. Provision is 
also made for the exemption of or reduction 
on products of the German colonies or de- 
pendencies by decree of the Federal Council. 
Count von Posadowsky-Wehner, the Im- 
perial Secretary of State for the Interior, in 
the course of the discussion said the govern- 
ment would strive its utmost to avoid a 
tariff war; but should a war arise it was re- 
solved to wage it by every means at com- 
mand. This, the Minister added, was the ob- 
ject of the clause summarized above, which 
was only intended to apply to times of urgent 


New Prussian Loan. 

The Prussian syndicate which negotiated 
the previous government loans has concluded 
the new 3 per cent loans of 300,000,000 marks, 
of which Prussia issues 185,000,000 and the 
empire 115,000,000 marks. The syndicate 
takes the loans at 89.20 per cent and issues 
them at 89.80. |

KAISER MAY GALL IP ALICE 


EMPEROR’S NEW YACHT MAY BE 
NAMED FOR MISS ROOSEVELT. 


Builders Learn Unofficially That the 
Boat Which Is Now Being Built in the 
United States Will Be Christened in 
Honor of Miss Roosevelt and the 
Czarina of Russia—Prince Henry to 
‘Be Accompanied by High German 
Naval Officials. 


New York, Jan. 13.—[ Special. ]—It was 


learned today on excellent authority that the 
schooner yacht now building at Shooter’s 
Island for Emperor William of Germany is. 
to be called Alice, in honor of Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, daughter of President Roosevelt, 
who is to name the yacht, and for a cousin 
of the Emperor, whose name is also Alice. 

The statement was made by Henry G. Bar- 
bey of Cary, Smith & Barbey, the designers 
of the yacht. Mr. Barbey says that the in- 
formation has come to him unofficially, but 
that he does not doubt its authenticity. 

This is taken as an additional indication of 
good feeling on the part of Emperor William 
for the United States. It is an extremely 
unusual honor and will cause great surprise 
and keen satisfaction generally. 

We have not been officially informed of 
the name of the new yacht,“ said Mr. Bar- 
bey, but we have it from a trustworthy 
source that the boat will be called jointly 
for President Roosevelt's daughter and a 
cousin of Emperor William, who bears the 
same name.“ 

The cousin in question is thought to be 
the Czarina, who was the Princess Alix of 
Hesse, granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 

The fact that Miss Alice Roosevelt is to 
name the yacht and that it may be named 
in her honor, together with the knowledge 
that Prince Henry of Prussia will represent 
his brother, Emperor William, at the exer- 
cises, has added extraordinary interest to the 
affair.

Paul Kester's When Knighthood Was in 
Flower, a dramatization of Charles Major's 
charming romance bearing the same title, 
opened at Powers’ Theater last night with 
Julia Marlowe in the part of Mary Tudor. 
To say that the performance was a success 
from an artistic as well as from a financial 
standpoint expresses the actual facts but 
mildly. The most glowing reports of the 
beauty of the play, of the gorgeous mise-en- 
scene, and, last but not least, of the acting 
of Miss Marlowe had preceded the arrival of 
the company. 

There can be no doubt as to the general 
verdict of the audience last night—a 
thoroughly representative audience. The 
enthusiastic reception given Miss Marlowe 
was, in the first place, undoubtedly a tribute 
to her personality and her graceful acting, 
but it was also an expression of approval of 
the merits of the play and the marmer in 
which it had been prepared and staged. At 
the close of every act Miss Marlowe was en- 
thusiastically applauded and repeatedly 
called before the curtain. 

Julia Marlowe has lived in the memory of 
Chicago playgoers as one of the most tal- 
ented and charming exponents of Shaks- 
peare’s heroines, and it was a surprise to 
them to meet her again in a part so strongly 
im contrast to those in which she had ap- 
peared here in former years. 

The part of Mary Tudor is a bewildering 
mixture of good and bad, of sweet woman- 
liness, and almost savage willfulness. One 
never knows what to expect from her mer- 
curial temperament. With all her faults, 
she is honest and true, loyal to her friends, 
even if she treats them badly when such is 
her mood. So mobile and easily disturbed 
is the balance of her temper that her moods 
change at the slightest provocation from one 
extreme to the other. 

To impersbnate such a character is ex- 
tremely difficult, and there is perhaps noone 
who could fill, the part so well as does Julia 
Marlowe. It almost seems as if she were 
not acting at all, but living the part. Her 
winning grace stood N in good stead in 
enhancing the effect of the scenes in which 
the light comedy element preponderated, 
while her great dramatic talent made it pos- 

sible for her to play the tragic scenes with 
a display of volcanic passion. 

Miss Marlowe deserves credit for the con- 
scientiousness with which she has looked 
after every detail connected with the proper 
casting and staging of the play. She has 
surrounded herself with an able company. 

Bruce McRae, as Charles Brandon, was at 
first a trifle stiff, but improved with every 
act. His fencing scene with Judson was real- 
istic, but in the grateful scene in the tavern 
he might have shown a little more life and 
passion. One had a ht to expect more 
from a man in love with Mary Tudor and 
loved by her. 

Charles Harbury made an excellent King 


‘Henry; Albert Bruning’s Buckingham was 


good, even if more of a poltroon than the 
story justified; Mr. Gibney tried his best to 
make the part of Wolsey more than a mere 
dummy, but did not succeed particularly 
well. Mr. Christie as Caskoden was rather 
cold, and only in one or two scenes did he 
shake off the restraint. Miss Lamison made 
a charming Jane Bolingbroke; Annie M. 
Clarke as Queen Catherine, and Gwendolin 
Valentine as Loulse de Valois filled their 
parts satisfactorily. 

The scenery and all the accessories were of 
a character seldom equaled on former occa- 


sions.

She was in excellent voice and her tones were 

opulent. Miss Ternina’s Brunnhilde is a 
familiar acquaintance. In dignity and clear- 
ness it is beautiful. The Fricka of Mme, 
Schumann-Heink is one of her most imposing 
characterizations, Mr. Van Dyck was in ex- 
ceptionally poor voice. 


Mrs. Campbell Meets with Favor. 


New York, Jan. 13.— [Special. Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell found an appreciative 
at the new Theater Republic tonight, al- 
though not a wildly enthusiastic one. It 
was an intelligent assemblage of theater- 
goers and actors and actresses, who watched 
for each situation and weighed it against the 
same scene as it has been played by the fore- 
most women of the boards—by Eleanora 
Duse, by Modjeska, and others. 

Mrs. Campbell may be said to have 
triumphed over the difficulty of her first ap- 
pearance in New York under the fire of the 
comparisons which were constantly being 
drawn. 

By her acting in“ Magda ¥ Mrs. Campbell 
establishes her right to a prominent place 
on the modern stage. One sees at times that 
she had studied Duse. Occasionally there 
seems a touch of monotony in her diction, a 
trifle too much of energy, whereby there is 
diminution of light and shade. But her ren- 
dering of the part is a great piece of acting 
and a rare treat for those who do not fear 
5 listen to disquieting and hopeless situ- 
ations.

Whiting Recital. 


Arthur Whiting, the Boston composer- 
pianist, gave a recital yesterday afternoon 
in Music Hall before the members of the 
Amateur Musical club and such outsiders 
as cared to gg ey tickets. The impres- 
sion left by Mr iting’s playing yesterday 
was in a measure more favorable than that 
made by his work at the Floriana” con- 
cert on Sunday. Not that he succeeded, 
however, in proving himself entitled to a 
place among concert-pianists of marked 
abilities.

The most striking thing in the perform- 
ance, although it is not — one most in evi- | 
dende, is the Lachlan Campbell of J. K. 
Stoddard. It can scarcely be called acting, 
the veteran player does—he comes on the 
stage virtually without makeup, and speak- 
ing most of the lines as he would speak them 
in real life, and accompanying them with the 
gestures natural to him, he really does little 
than be himself. And yet this naturalness 
lends his performance a strength and poten- 
¢y a more artfully treated portrayal would 
be apt to lack. His mere presence is co 
manding, and his short, abrupt manner of 
speaking, his sudden outbursts, and equally 
sudden subsidences, and his earnest, honest 
manner, effectively suggests the qualities of 
character Lachlan Campbell is supposed to 
possess. The one trait in the old Scot's 
nature which seems not sufficiently brought 
out is the tenderness and gentleness that 
come into it with suffering and the down- 
fall of his pride, but this shortcoming is the 
fault of the dramatist, not of the actor. 

Mr. Stoddard gave the scene with the two 
children in Act III. with a sincerity and 
emotional simplicity that were touching, but 
by rights this note should have continued to 
ao as the keynote of the entire last two 
acts. 

At the close of the second act the audience. 
insisted upon a speech, and Mr. Stoddard 
responded with the statement that he had 
played in Chicago almost as much asin New 
York, that this activity of his on the stage 
dated back to 1854, and that he had always 
in humble station or exalted,’ been the 
recipient of kindly favor at the public’s 
hands, and he thanked his auditors for the 
hearty reception now accorded him. 

The personage most in evidence in the play 
is the Posty of Reuben Fax. He is on 
the stage most of the time, a by his fond- 
ness for referring to the bottle he carries 
and by his genial Scotch humor he supplies 
the chief fun-making element in the play. 
Mr. Fax gave the part with discretion and a 
nice appreciation of its good-natured, happy- 
golucky character. 

Mr. Jennings made the old doctor, William 
MacLure, a lovable, clearly individualized 
personage; and Mr. Duncan was sufficiently 
dull witted as Thomas Mitchell. Mr. Probert 
was stiff and unwieldly as the minister, Mr. 
MacDonald was an inoffensive Earl, and Mr. 
Ford an acceptable Lord Hay. Miss Foley 
was an excellent Margaret, and Miss La 
Pierre made of Flora a sweet, winsome little 
lassie, playing the happy scenes of the first 
act brightly and pleasingly and giving the 
later emotional scenes with considerable ef- 
fectiveness.

POW OVER ATHLETIC VOTE 


NORTHWESTERN STUDENTS ARE 
STIRRED UP. 


Dr. Hollister Returns and Declares He 
Does Not Favor Proposed Vote of 
Students on Athletic Control An- 
nounced to Take Place Today—Mem- 
bers of the Football Team Decide to 
Stay Away from the Meeting—Stu- 
dent Control Is Condemned. 


A scandal has arisen in athletic affairs 
at Northwestern University over the ques- 
tion of student; control. of, athletics, the 
first test of which was to have been a vote 
on the football policy of the school after 
chapel today. H. B. Smith, President of 
the Athletic Board of Control, announced 
a few days ago that the students would be 
given an opportunity to discuss the ques- 
tion of having a graduate or resident 
coach, and also to decide whether Dr. Hol- 
Uster, the present coach and athletic direc~ 
tor, would be retained. It was also an- 
nounced that Dr. Hollister requested that 
the election be held. : 

When Dr. Hollister returned from Mil- 
waukee yesterday, where he was called a 
ten days ago on account of the illness of 
Mrs. Hollister’s mother, he denied flatly 
that he had ever requested the students be 
given an opportunity to vote on the ques- 
tion of retaining him or on the graduate 
coach proposition, which comes up every 
year after the close of the football season. 
Further than this, however, he refused. to 
discuss the question. 

Hollister’s friends were not slow to seek 
out the members of the Athletic Board of 


Control when they learned the true state | 


of affairs, and as a result an effort will be 
made to choke off discussion of the coach 
question altogether. On the program there 
will be simply an election of officers by the 
student body which is to have a voice in 
athletic affairs. There may also be an elec- 
tion of manager for some of the athletic 
teams, but these will be referred to the 
1 Board of Control, which meets te- 
ght. 
The members of the football team, almost 
to a man, have stated that they will not 
attend the meeting today. Those who are 
suspected of opposing Hollister do not care 
to discuss the question openly, and his 
friends do not want it discussed at all. Some 
of the football men doubt if a representa- 
= body of students will attend the meet- 
g. 
Among the members of the Athletic Board 
of Control there ts a division of sentiment 
over the matter of the participation of the 
student body in the control of athletics, and 
many say a mistake has been made. The 
announcement that Dr. Hollister had asked 
for a meeting to discuss the question of his 
retention, it is announced, was due to a 
misunderstanding,’ for which the faculty 
members of the board are blamed.

J. C..Kennedy and P. T. Powers Are As- 
sessed $22,000 for Contempt by a 
New York Court. 


New York, Jan. 13.—{Special.]—J. C. Ken- 
nedy and Patrick T. Powers, who, William 
A. Brady alleges, were partners of his ina 
number of bicycle races conducted at Madi- 
son Square Garden prior to December, 1900, 
have been adjudged guilty of contempt of 
court by Justice Scott in the Supreme Court 
for their failure to deposit in court $22,139.28, 
being the profits of the six-day bicycle con- 
test held in the garden in December, 1900. 
Brady went to England about this time, and 
on his return failed to get his one-third of 
the profits. He brought a suit for an in- 
junction restraining Kennedy and Powers 
from dividing the profits between them and 
for an accounting. William J. A. McKim 
was appointed referee! He found that Ken- 
nedy and Powers had $22,139.28, which they 
were directed to deposit in court, together 
with $76.50, the expenses of the reference, 
and $250 counsel fees. The men failed to do 
so. Justice Scott holds that they are in 
contempt of court, and fines them the 
amount found by the referee to be in their 
possession as well as the disbursements and 
costs of the proceedings. .

He also said that an agreement had been 
reached with the Mquidator as the repre- 
sentative of the old company that in case 
of the sale of the property he should appoint 
two arbitrators, while the new company ap- 
pointed two, these four to select the fifth, and 
that all five should unite in making an equita- 
ble distribution of the proceeds of the sale.

BUSY DAY IN CONGRESS 


Advocated by Senator Nelson, Who 
Says It Ile Greatly Needed—Subject 
' Laid Over for Further Investigation 
— House Has Warm Debate Over Bill 
Appropriating Money for Pensions— 
„% Sharks ” Severely Arraigned—Oth- 

er Measures Considered. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Nelson of Minnesota called up the 
bill providing for the establishment of a 
department of commerce. After considera- 
ble discussion the bill went over, subject to 
call by Mr. Nelson. Mr. Nelson explained 
the necessity which he said existed for the 
passage of such a measure, and was plied 
with questions, by severa! Senators, who said 
that sufficient time had not been allowed for 
looking into the merits of the measure. 

Mr. Teller criticised that feature relating 
to the transfer of the Geological survey, 
while Mr. Hale said that the bill provided 
for a department which ultimately would 
be one of the largest in the government. 

Mr. Nelson said that the agricultural in- 
terests of the country are well taken care of 
by the Department of Agriculture, but the 
other great industries are without any direct 
government guidance or assistance. The 
necessity for a bureau of commerce had be- 
come more important and urgent every year. 
The great problem, he said, was to secure 
and hold greater and more extensive mar- 
kets abroad. Without such a department we 
not only would be on an inequality with our 
industrial and commercial rivals .but at a 
great disadvantage. He argued that sucha 
department would protect laboring men 
against improper immigration and bring 
them into closer relation and better harmony 
with the employers of labor. It also would 
serve to remove the many clogs and draw- 
backs in all Industrial developments. 


To Investigate Philippine War. 

Mr. Hoar introduced a resolution providing 
for the appointment of a committee of seven 
Senators to examine into the conduct of the 
war in the Philippines, the administration of 
the government there, and the condition and 
character of the inhabitants, said committee 
to have power to send for persons and pa- 
pers, to administer oaths, and to sit during 
the sessions of the Senate. | 


House Canal Bill Received.

Pension Discussion in House. 


The House spent the day in general dis- 
cussion of the pension appropriation bill, the 
first of the annual budgets. The debate took 
a wide range. Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa denounced a report 
presented to the last G. A. R. encampment 
criticising the course of themselves and 
other members of Congress on the veteran 
‘‘ preference” bill, which was defeated at 
the last session. They explained that their 
opposition to the bill was due to the incor- 
poration in the bill of a clause which had 
not been indorsed by the G. A. R., placing 
veterans of the Spanish war in the pref- 
erential class. Mr. Rixey of Virginia caused 
something of a stir on the Democratic side 
by advancing a proposition to open the doors 
of national soldiers’ homes to ex-confeder- 
ates and to furnish federal aid to State con- 

Mr. Richardson of Alabama was the only 
Democrat who joined Mr. Rixey in support 
of it. 

Mr. Barney (Wis.), in charge of the bill, 

explained that it carried $139,846,480, as 
against $145,245,230 appropriated for the 
current year. The estimates for the pay- 
ment of pensions decreased from $144,000,000 
to $188,500,000. Mr. Barney explained that 
this was accounted for by the fact that the 
arrearages were decreasing and the number 
of large pensions (those from $50 to $75 a 
month) was also decreasing. He also stated 
that the Commissioner of Pensions believed 
the high tide of pension payments had been 
reached and the amount required probably 
would remain stationary for some years. 


“Pension Sharks“ Denounced. 


Mr. Bell (Colo.) denounced the practices of 
the pension sharks.“ He declared that 
they were importuning soldiers of the Span- 
ish war and those who had since served in 
the Philippines to apply for pensions. Hesaid 
that in some cases soldiers who were thor- 
oughly examined at the time of their dis- 
charge and found to be perfectly sound 
yielded to these importunities and applied 
for pensions within a month after their dis- 
charge. He made a strong plea for justice 
to the soldiers. 

Mr. Gaines (Tenn.) secured the floor and 
talked for some time about the result of his 
observations in the Philippines on his recent 
trip to the archipelago. 

Mr. Lever (S. C.) formally announced the 
death of the late Representative Stokes of 
his State, which occurred last summer, after- 
wards adopting the customary resolutions 
of regret, at 4:55 p. m., as a further mark of 
respect, the House adjourned.

It has been the belief of a good many | 
traders in wheat that the first sign of a dis- 
position on the part of foreigners to take 
large quantities of American wheat would 
be the signal for a sharp upturn in the mar- 
ket. There was such a signal yesterday in 
reports from the seaboard of sales of 81 
loads, largely late on Saturday. Sales of 
50 loads were announced during the last 
hour, but the market had started down, the 
selling fever apparently was on, and the 
reports of export business had no effect in 
allaying the anxiety to secure vanishing 
profits or cut short losses. 

The little rye market furnished more ac- 
tion yesterday than for many months past, 
the May delivery making a quick decline 
from ue to 68e. Later it got back to 
Nie and closed at 66%c sellers. It was more 
a case of lack of support than anything else. 
Bartlett Frazier started the ball rolling by 
offering rye on stop orders soon after an early 
sale at 60%c. There, were still more stop 
orders in the hands of McDermid, Pratt, and 
Hathaway, and not a buying order in the 
market. A couple of “ fives” were worked 
off at 68e. The next Bale was at 67¢ and the 
next at 66c. Then it picked up irregularly 
to ite, but fell back again. These stop or- 


ders were executed at all sorts of prices. 
Sales ordered at 68% were finally made at 


Noe, and rye ordered stopped at Fe was 
worked off at 66c. Around 66% 08, Phil- 
Ups gave the market a little support. but 


there were no other buyers. The talk is 
that Phillips now has a line of about 1,500,000 
bu. There is a visible supply of 2,409,000 bu, 


of which the Chicago stock ts 1,049,000 bu. 
The Phillips purchases began around Ge. 
and he has been following the market all the 
way up, being a buyer even at 70%c. The 
bulk of his line, according to rye “ pit gos- 
‘sip, cost him from 68c to 70%c.

There was a good deal of curiosity 
on the floor as to how the market would take 
the Phillips line if attempts to realize should 
be made, as sales of less than 50,000 bu yes- 
terday broke the price over 3c, and, accord- 
ing to the rye traders, 1,500,000 bu rye is 
figured about the trading equivalent of 28. 
000,000 bu of wheat. When the failure of 
Phillips to meet his margin calls became 
known late in the afternoon it was felt that,

of yesterday might easily be more than 
duplicated today. 

Some of the best posted men in the grain 
trade, and some of them stalwart bulls in 
wheat, insist that there is no possibility of 
damage to the growing winter wheat because 
of drought, that no moisture is necessary 
now. They say that since farmers have 
been drilling in wheat instead of sowing it 
broadcast little has been winter killed, and 
that a thaw and rain, followed by a quick 
freeze, would do more damage than con- 
tinued drought at this season. There were 
claims to the contrary from the Southwest 
yesterday, one house having reports of nu- 
merous damage complaints from southern 
Kansas and Oklahoma. Another house had 
reports from the same territory claiming no 
damage had done. There is apparently 
as little likelihood of agreement in the trade 
on the damage question as there is on the 
question of the extent of the feeding of wheat 
to animals.

Foreign Exchange. 

In their review of the foreign exchange 
markets C. Schumacher & Co. say: “ Only 
a slight further advance toak place in our 
exchange market since our last issue of the 
Id inst. The most active movement fek upon 
Saturday the 4th and Monday the 6th inst., 
when prime demand sterling rose to 487%, 
the highest of the week. Since Monday last 
the market settled down gradually to 
487%-%. For the advance the cause was 
sufficiently explained in former market let- 
ters. The subsequent decline may be ex- 
plained by the new deceline of sterling in 
Paris last Monday to 25.12%, which would 
have permitted gold shipments to France 
with sterling demand here at 4874. Gold 
shipments at this season are naturally 
rather unpopular and will not be resorted to 
before all other means are exhausted. In 
spite of it $600,000 gold was shipped to Eu- 
rope last Saturday by a bank which is said 
to hold in its vaults $1,000,000—now in readi- 
ness for shipment or return to the Subtreas- 
ury as the case may bee. We believe that 
this million and probably several million 
more will after ail have to be shipped. The 
short interest remains about the same as be- 
fore. Although we have heard of little new 
business in the way of sterling loans we 
find that renewals are being made constant- 
ly. Money here is now 444@5 per cent on call 
and on time, as against 8%-\ per cent in 
London, 2% per cent in Paris, and 2%-2% 
per cent in Berlin. With such a disparity 
the short side of the market is naturally still 
the most profitable, and the probability 
therefore is that exchange will remain high 
and that its natural buoyancy must assert 


itself, barring such temporary interruptions 


as may occur from time to time for one 
reason or another.“

THE STRUCTURE OF CITIES. 

Dr. W. S. Jackman of the School of Edu- 
cation, speaking recently on “ The Future 
School, advocated moving the schools of 
the crowded districts to the suburbs, and the 
daily transportation back and forth of the 
children of these districts. The child of the 
* self-perpetuating slums” would thus en- 
joy the revelation and stimulus of a new 
and wholesome environment for a portion 
at least of the day. A year or two ago a 
medical member of the Cincinnati Board of 
Education advocated the same idea. Does 
it not, however, smack a little of municipal 


pessimism? Are the most populous city 


areas to be regarded as places to be mo- 
mentarily escaped from, at least by the chil- 
dren, or as places to be properly reorgan- 
ized? | 

A large portion of the inhabited areas of 
great cities today, particularly among Au- 
glo-Saxon people, are a subject of moral 
compunction and perpetual apology. In the 
matter of housing, for example, probation 
officers say that the discredited. rear tene- 
ment is the typical abode of the delinquent 
boy. Lawrence Veiller states that 1,700,000 
persons live in flats and tenement houses on 
Manhattan Island. About a year ago 
Abram S. Hewitt asserted that $100,000,000 
ought at once to be expended in changing

’ COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

New South Wales has enacted a compul- 
so arbitration law which differs in some 
respects—for the better, it is believed—from 
the one which has been in force in New 
Zealand for several years. The New South 
Wales law does away with the boards of 
conciliation, whose services do not appear 
to have been of much value, and gives to 
the court of arbitration broader powers 
than those vested in the New Zealand court. 
Compulsory arbitration is to be given a 
more thorough test than it has yet had. If 
it does not come up to the expectations of 
its friends inadequate legislation cannot be 
assigned as the cause. 

Before this new law was enacted one of 
the Judges of the District Court of New 
South Wales was sent to New Zealand to 
make a thorough investigation of the work- 
ings of compulsory arbitration there. The 


conclusion he arrived at was that the law, 


in spite of some weaknesses, had been pro- 
ductive of good. It had prevented strikes 


brought about a better relation between 
employer and employés than would exist 
if there were no law. It has enabled work- 
ers to gain without friction an increase of 
wages they are entitled to, and has enabled 
employers, for a time at least, to know with 
certainty the conditions of production, and 
therefore to make contracts with the knowl- 
edge that they can fulfill them. 

This impartial and conservative investi- 


| gator says also in his report that while the 


effects of the law so far are good, the time 
has not yet eome when it can be said with 
any certainty that it is a measure which 
will provide for the solution of all labor 
troubles. Sjnce compulsory arbitration was 
established New Zealand has been advanc- 
ing on an increasing wave of prosperity, and 
wages would have risen without the law.

ast-bound frieght shipments last week 
were an improvement on those for the week 
previous. This was due principally to im- 
proved weather conditions. 

Grain shipments from Chicago to the East 
by the ten east-bound roads were 2,514,000 
bushels, an increase of 840,000 bushels for 
the week, but a decrease of 848.000 bushels 
from last yedr. It was largely the cleaning 
up of old business, and there is little new 
offered. Shippers are not yet prepared or 
willing to pay the advanced rates, and they 
hold the grain in anticipation of another 
break in the rates before long. 

9 Railroads are no longer suffering from a 
* gar famine. although some of the leading 
a itmes need all the rolling stock they have to 
¢ handle promptly the business, and they will 
continue to do so as long as the merchandise 
and miscellaneous traffic keeps up as at 


present. 

Hour shipments were the smallest in over 
& month, amounting to 188,334 barrels, a de- 
prease of 62,194 barrels from the previous 
week and 61,368 barrels from last year. 
Bhipments of provisions were 24,769 tons, a 
Gecrease of 1,246 tons from the previous 
week and 6,165 tons from last year. 

Western roads are not doing nearly so 
large a business as they did a few weeks ago, 

and m consequence they are getting into 
bs ‘better condition as regards cars and motive 
power, the Burlington, only claiming to be 
still short of cars. The grain traffic of these 
roads last week was the smallest in over 
mine years for the second week of January 
and 150,000 bushels less than previous week, 
receipts at Chicago being 2,765,000 bushels. 
Wheat receipts were about 50 per cent those 
of corn, while in previous years arrivals of 
corn have been about 3 to 1 as compared with 
wheat. The loss from last year was 3,448,000 
bushels. There was also a loss of 2,603,000 
bushels from 1900 and 3,685,000 bushels from 
1800. The totai corn receipts last week were 
only 902,000 bushels. 

The Burlington moved up from third to 
first place, having 20 per cent. The North- 
western brought here 19 per cent, the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, 18; the Rock Island, 10; 
the Bigin, Joliet and Eastern, 13; and the 
Nuno Central, 11 per cent. 

There is a large live stock, lumber, and 
coal traffic. Deliveries of live stock here 
last week were 304,000 head, the largest in 


four years. 
Expect Pooling Bill to Fail. 

Prominent officials of leading Western 
roads do not appear to have much faith in 
getting legislation during the present ses- 
sion of Congress permitting railroads to 
pool traffic. The Interstate Commerce com- 
mission, which is now investigating the rate 
situation, doubtless will recommend the 
needed law, but the Senators are believed to 
be against the plan. The President of one 
of the big granger roads said yesterday: 

“ Without going into the question deeply, 
the public is of one voice on any law per- 
mitting various lines of business to merge. 
Their sentiments are radically against such 
a thing with the railroads, and a pooling 
law would be regarded as an extreme meas- 
ure intended to throttle the small shipper, 
notwithstanding that the real result would 
be quite the reverse. The Senators know 
this, and will not make themselves unpop- 
ular. They may enact some modification of 
the old law, but I cannot see that such would 
help matters. Rate cutting cannot be stopped 
unless the law provides that one road can 
prosecute another for violation'of its agree- 
ments. Such a law would be the limit, how- 
ever, and would carry so much public feel- 
ing against it that it can hardly be looked 
tor.“ | 


Passes Cut Off Without Dissent. 


Regarding the pass situation, C. W. Bullen, 
chairman of the Executive committee of the 
Trunk Line association, makes by authority 
of the executive officers of the lines the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The exchange of passes between rail- 
roads, which began many years since in a 
limited way, has grown to such proportions 
as to have entirely outrun its original pur- 
poses and had become so burdensome and 
unworkable that at sundry conferences of 
the trunk line Presidents, continued from 
time to time during the lest year, material 
reforms in the matter had been unanimousiy 
advocated; and at a final conference held 
shortly before Jan. 1. 1902, it was unan- 
imousiy and harmoniously agreed between 
them that exchanges of passes with other 
transportation companies should be discon- 
tinued after Dec. 31, 1901. 

This agreement has gone into effect and 
fe being fully kept by all the parties thereto. 
The impression that has been widely cir- 
culated that it was epecially advocated or 
instigated by or that any particular trunk 
line President is responsible for the incep- 
tion of the agreement is without the slightes: 
foundation in fact.”’ *

Two Works On the New Whist. 


“ Hellespont on Bridge,” Charles Sortb- 
ner’s Sons, and “The Bridge Manual.“ 
by John Doe. Frederick Warne & Co. 

There has bably never been a game 
which hes such great popularity 
in many cities and at the same time been 
so entirely unknown elsewhere as the com- 
paratively new game of bridge. In Ens land 
it has practically superseded all games at 
the clubs, and on the continent it is nearly 
as popular, even threatening the supremacy 
of skat in Germany. In this country it has 
a great following in New York, and a few 
other Eastern cities, and a somewhat smaller 
one as yet in Chicago, but eleewhere hee 
never been played. A member of the lead- 
ing whist club in St. Louis, for instance, 
stated during the last week that the game 
had never been seen in that city. The reason 
for all this lies in the fact that as yet the 
new game has been confined to certain clubs 
and to rather exclusive socia) circles, so that 
the average citizen has had little opportunity 
to acquire a knowledge of it. 

‘Hellespont on Bridge (imported by 
Charles Scribner's Sons) is probably the 
most complete and satisfactory treatise on 
the game that has yet appeared. It in- 
cludes the laws adopted by the Portland 
and Turf clubs of England, which, until 
some with better authority is 
created, must be regardedasthe best. Some 
of these rules are little regarded here, as, for 
instance, No. 89, which reads: “A player 
may ask his partner whether he has not a 
card of the suit which he has renounced; 
should the question be asked before the trick 
is turned and quitted, subsequent turning 
and quitting does not establish the revoke, 
and the error may be corrected.“ 

This sounds like heresy to an old whist 
player; nevertheless all the laws should be 
followed until an American body of equal 
authority has established a code. Helles- 
pont gives ninety pages to the most diffi- 
cult of all bridge propositions, the trump 
declaration, and there are also twenty-eight 
illustrated games which are instructive. The 
book is a safe guide to the novice, and the 
experienced played will gather from it many 
valuable suggestions. 

„The Bridge Manual.“ by John Doe (Fred- 
erick Warne & Co.) is entirely too English 
to appeal to players in this country, although 
much ability is displayed in the illustrated 
deals. The comparisons used are entirely 
beyond the average American. It is hardly 
a convincing argument that a spade should 
be named in a certain deal because Roberts 
does not open a game of billiards by trying 
to screw in off the red.“ 

It is interesting to learn that “ when the 
Americans invented the queen lead from the 
king. queen, and three others, whist conven- 
tions became unsettled, and the game was 
killed.“ The American whist leads are 
recommended, however, in playing bridge. 
While by no means the best work for a be- 
ginner, the advanced player will find much 
in it which will never be found elsewhere, 
and, while often taking exceptions to the 
deductions drawn by the writer, cannot fail 
to be impressed with many of the novel points 


which he makes.

Devout Thoughts of a Good Man. 

„ Meditations and Vows,” by Joseph 
Hall, Bishop of Exeter and Norwich. E.

When Field made the bibliomaniac prayer 
that he might come across a book “ uncut, 
unique, unknown to Lowndes,” it was pre- 
cisely what really happened to Charles Sayle, 
who has edited an edition of Bishop Hall's 
** Meditations and Vows.’ In his intro- 
duction he says that in looking up the works 
of the devoyt Bishop he discovered four col- 
umns in Lowndes’ “ Bibliographer’s Man- 


solutely no mention made of the “ Medita- 
tions and Vows,’’ which had been reprinted 
a score of times between 1606 and 1851. 
The edition Mr. Sayle has prepared is in- 
cluded in the Religious Life Series (E. P. 
Dutton & Co.). and is a handsome piece of 
book work. The original spelling is pre- 
served, and this with the columned margins 
and the peculiar type give it a really rich and 
antique appearance. Besides a sympathetic 
introduction, displaying a knowledge of Hall 
and his writings which is really profound, 
Mr. Sayle has prepared a bibliographical list 
of his works and a table of the editions and 
editors of previous issues of the Medita- 
tions. Footnotes through the book indicate 
the variations of the editions. There are 
many notes and a good index. 

The history of the book is interesting, for 
among other distinguishing qualities claimed 
for it is the fact, asserted by Mr. Sayle, that 
it was the first English book translated into 
French. But the history is no more interest- 
ing than the book itself, which for deep 
wisdom devoid of affectation, for sound 
learning and profound devotion it has not its 
equal as an English production. The pub- 
lishers and Mr. Sayle have earned public 
gratitude by again bringing his work to light. 


An Abode of Devotion and Genius. 
“Monastery of San Marco.” By G. S. 
Godkin. E. P. Dutten & Co. 

Were it not for the literary energy and still 
more the literary feelifig and art instinct of 
the monastic classes in the middle ages it 
is almost impossible to say what gaping 
chasms might today confront the student of 
art and literature. But these men, through 
all the dark ages, when humanity appeared 
to be drifting back to barbarism or even 
further back to savagery, kept alive with un- 
tiring ardor the sacred flames of learning 
and the love of beauty. These they handed 
out with their holy lessons and transmitted 
to Italy, at least, an instinct for art which 
his become proverbial. 
No monastery of any order produced so 
many brilliant minds as that of the ill-fated 
San Marco at Florence. For over two cen- 
turies there appeared within the walls of the 
magnificent pile erected by Medici abbots 
and preaching friars whose flaming tongues 
of eloquence seared even the vice of the 
courts and stirred the sleeping consciences 
of the multitudes; priests whose austere de- 
votion set an example of holy living and self- 
denial for the whole century; painters who 
today are reckoned among the greatest mas- 
ters; sculptors whose marbles are immortal; 
and teachers whose lips spread the gospel so 
that even the corrupt courtiers repented, and 
when they died begged to be buried in the 
gown of the Dominicans. For it was San 
Marco which produced Fra Angelica, St. 
Antonio, Savonarola, Brother Bartolommeo, 
Silvestro, Domenico, and others whose names 
are less known. 
“The Monastery of San Marco is a little 
book by G. 8. Godkin (E. P. Dutton & Co.) 
in which is given an outline of these bright 
and brave spirits, all of whom suffered and 
some of whom died for what they believed 
to be the true faith. Their achievements in 
the spread of the gospel, the furtherance of 
lettera, and the advancement of art are told 
sympathetically. It is illustrated with re- 
productions of Fra Angelica’s work, pictures 
of the monastery, Savonarola's cell, etc.
